Whittier, Fuller & Co. Have 
$250,000 Fire. 


Their Big Warehouse at the Depot in 
Flames. 


A Regula Voleano of — 


wale and Children Come Near Being Crushed 
| te Death by Frightened Men—An- 
other Blaze at the Santa 
Fe Depot. 6 


Last night, at 6:30, an alarm of fire was 
turned in from the neighborhood of the 
Santa Fé depot, and when the engines ar- 
rived it was found that a fire had broken 
out in the house of Mrs. Hunter, who keeps 
a boarding-house close to the Santa Fé 
roundhouse, ‘The building being one of 
moderate size, was quickly consumed, none 
of the effects being saved, A smali adjoin- 
ing cottage was also reduced to mere 
wreckage, but some of the furniture was 
saved. Mrs. Hunter was protected by a fire 


| policy of $400, 


A BIG BLAZE. 

No sooner had the fire-boys returned from 
the Santa Fé than an alarm was again 
turned in, this time from the Southern 
Pacific depot. From the alarm tower on 
the hill was clanged out with iron tongue 
the fact, and a tinge in the sky in 
the neighborh¢ the depot gave addi- 
tional emphasis to the deep tonesof the 
— bell, which kept repeating the call 

or aid, 

It was discovered that a fire had broken 
out in the warehouse of Whittier, Fuller & 
Co., on San Fernando street, and right 
across from the \ freight depot of the 
Southern Pacific. ‘The building is a one- 
story brick running back to Kail- 
road street, and stood alune, save for 
one or two smaller frame erections ad- 
joining, occupied asa cigar stand auda 
truiterer’s store, 

Sinoke was discovered ony betore 9 
o’clock, and the alarm was turned in, but as 
the extensive warehouse was filled with the 
most inflammable material—white | 
paints, oils, doors, sashes, ete.—it was 
assumed from the first outbreak that the 
building with its contents were doomed. 

The tiremen, under Chief Moriarty, 
speedily brought six streams of water into 
play, but it was rouge in order to keep the 
tire within bounds, With such rapidity had 
the fiery element gained complete ion 
that the roof fell in almost before the en- 
gines got into play. 

The scene was fearfully magnificent. 
The flames shooting upward in one vast 
sheet to some 50 feet, illuminated the sur- 
rounding streets as if by the noonday sun. 
From all quarters people came hurrying 
along till a compact mass of humanity sur- 
rounded the space keptclear for the firemen | 
to carry on their operations. 

It was feared that when the immense oil 
tanks exploded—as in all probability the 
would—that damag? might be done to buil 
ings in the immediate neighborhood, and 
the event was awaited somewhat anxiously. 
Simultaneously with a dull rumbling sound, 
an immense volume of dense biack smoke 
was ejected from the —y - and the per- 
fect tlood of oll that flowed down the gut- 
ters plainly indicated the fact that one 


(of the oil tanks had burst. The liquid 


| tire, 
channels carried devastation with it, so a 


as it ran_ glittering down the 
gang of men were at once put to work to 
dam the fluid and keep it within limits, 
Fortunately this was successfully carried 
out, or the resuits from the spread of the fire 
might have been appalling. At 9: 30 o’clock 
the fire appeared to have expended its fury 
somewhat, but in a*moment, without warn- 
ing to any of the 7000 or 8000 people gath- 
ered around the fire, the same ruinbling 
sound was heard as before, but more dis- 
tinct, and in the same instant the rear wall, 
the front doors and a portion of the front 
wall of the warehvuse were biowh out. As 
the walls tumbled to the ground in ruinsan 
immense oil tank, said to contain from 50,- 
000 to 60,000 gallons of gasoline,came hurling 
through the air and fell, battered and out of 
shape, some 150 teet away. Again the fire 
received new impetus, and the wind having 
slightly changed, the flames, with fiery 
tongue, leaped across the ae and licked 
the walls of the freight de The bare 
telegraph poles, extending ~_m the 

200 teet away, were set on fire, so fierce and 
overleaping were the flames. 

Three streams of water werc kept contin- 
uously at play upon the Southern Pacific 
freight depot, while the remaining engines 
were employed in keeping the fire within 

bounds. The third large tank . was _— 
distinguished inside the building, but as it 
contained lard oll, it burned bril iantly but 
did not explode like the others. 


Gradual y the flames diminished, and 
having nothing further to feed upon finally 
died out. The fire-laddies, under their 


chief, are deserving of praise for their 
efforts to control—in this case—the uncon- 
trollable. Had it not been for their so 
quickly stopping the flaming oil as it issued 
in a seething state from the warehouse, 
there is no telling the damage to 
property that might have resulted. On the 
other hand, there was a lamentable want of 
police officers to restrain the people from 
ressing too close to the burning pile. 

‘hen the oil tank burst and one immense 
sheet of flame hissed out on every side, but 
more particularly on railroad street, at once 
acry went up, aud the many hundreds of 

ple en together there turned to fly. 
ries of “‘Run for your lives,” and “The 
tank on this side has burst’”’ were heard re- 
atedly, end in order te escape men were 
Toatted. many knecked down, and women 
trampledander foot. The scene at that 
particular moment was disgraceful. Women 
cried for help, and the only answer they 
got was being shoved to the ground. On 
the south side of the burning pile only one 
police officer was to be seen. and he only 
tor atime; on the north side, also, there 
‘vas one, and these two men represented the 
force, and held a scattered mass of certainly 
not less than 8000 people in check. ; 

The stock contained in the warehouse 
was the same as is usually carried by Whit- 
tier, Fuller & Cy., whose principal place of 
business is in San Francisco, and consisted 
of all kinds of painters’ materials. The 
stock and building is covered almost en- 
tirely by insurance, so, the firm will not 
be heavy losers. 

Verv many of the employés of the 
Southern Pacitie were on hand ready for 
emergencies, and shortly after the fire had 
gained a headway switched a freight train 
containing three oll-tank cars which, had 
they by any mischance caught, would ‘have 
made a fierce and dangerous fire by them- 
selves. It was impossible to estimate the 
damage, as the manager was out of town. 
Xt arough estimate the stock was valued at 
£240,000 and the buiiding at $10,900. Both 
the stock and building were fully insured.

POLICE BOSSES. 


THE COMMISSIONERS PROCEED 
TO CHOP HEADS. 


Two of the Police Detectives Are 
Fired Without an Investigation— 
A Prospect for a General Let- 
down of Giddy Officers. 


The honorable Board of Police Commis- 
sioners held a meeting yesterday. It wasn’t 
aregularsession; simply one of the Mayor’s 
peculiar vesi-pocket, star-chamber sessions, 
which he pleases to denominate a “private 
talk.” But it turns out that the private 
talk is held for the purpose of discharging 
two of the police detective torce. , 

A TiMEs reporter heard of the meeting, 
and knew that something out of the regu- 
lar order of business was tocome up. ‘The 
commission, except on state occassions, 
meets at His Honor’s office. Yesterday it 
was in the Council Chamber. The reporter 
had alsu understood that no newspapers 
were wanted, but Tue Times must have the 
news, and he wentup. Heapplied to Chief 
Cuddy for admittance. The Chief said he 
had objections, and to comein. At the 
dvor of the chamber President Humphreys 
was met. The reporter asked him the same 
privilege. He “didn’t bave any say-so,” 
and suid: “See the Mayor.’ The reporter 
went on in the hall. ‘The Mayor caugnt sight 
of him as he reached the reporter’s desk, 
and throwing up his hands in virtuous hor- 
ror, exclaimed: “Ob! my Lord!” 

What this if®fvocation to the Deity meant 
the reporter didn’t know, but he got out his 
nute-book and was preparing for the meet- 
ing, when the Mayor puton his blandest 
sinile and said: We dear sir, this is a 
private meeting, and there’s no news in it.” 

“Is it,” asked the reporter, ‘a private 
meeting of three gentlemen, or is it a ses- 
sion of the Commissioners?”

It was the Police Commission in 
called session, and they were there to dis- 
charge two men from the force and appoint 
successors. Such things are legal! one 
with open doors and uuder the public eye, 
but the Mayor chooses to do it in what he 
informed the repurter was an executive ses- 
sion. ‘To the reporter's question of whether 
they had arightto go into executive ses- 
sion, His Honor made no reply, but empha- 
sized his request that the reporter vacate.

Immediately upon coming to order the 
Mayor announced that Detectives Donahue 
ane Lyuch must be discharged from the po- 
lice force.

They demanded a public 
investigation if any charge was brought, 
but the demand was fruitless, and the 
Mayor would say no. more than that he 
wanted them discharged. The Chief reg- 
istered a kick right there. He said he did 
not want the men taken off unless some 
specific charge was made against thei. 
‘The Mayor still refused to make acharge, 
and put the vote. r. Humpbreys, of 
course, seconded His Honor. The Chief 
said “nay,” but one nay was no good 
against two yeas. The Chief made somuch 
nvise with his nay thatthe Mayor became 
alarmed, and made a move in another di- 
rection. He wou!d suspend the men in- 
detinitely. After considerable discussion, 
that move succeeded, and the men are of 
for an indefinite time. 

The Mayor did not say so, but Tue Times 
happens to know just what the grievance 
was against the detectives. If it could be 
proven as true,then the men have no busi- 
ness on the force, but no opportunity was 
given them to prove anything to the con- 
trary.

A LEGAL REVOLUTION. 


Great Britain Proposes to Adopt the 
American Practice in Courts. 
\Chicago Inter Ocean | 

The iptroduction of a bill by the 
Englisk Solicitor-General for assimila- 
tion of the British to the American 
practice in courts of law is a thing 
wonderful only in that the act is 
framed by a government officer, made 
& government measure, and the meas- 
ure of a Tory Government. It was in- 
evitadle that change should come, but 
one would have expected it to come 
from some legal and political descend- 
ant of Brougham or Romilly, rather 
than from the second law oflicer of the 
party by which Kidon’s maxim, ‘Stare 
antiquas vias,’ has been cherished. 
The law practice of England long has 
been the most awkward, most lucra- 
tive and most abundant of any country 
in the worid. 

It seems incredible to the ordinary 
American laymaa that there should be 
a country whose language and law is 
like unto his own, but in which a client 
who is to 
argue @ case whose determination may 
involve bis title to jroperty, his per- 
sonal liberty, or even his life. And yet 
this is the conditiou of the English cli- 
ent loward the English advocate, at 
any rate in all save the very inferior 
courts.

And, indeed, it may be ad- 
mitted that the English barrister is, as 
a rule, very superior te the American 
attorney in general scholarship. and 
courtliness; it may also be admitted 
that the general standard of profes- 
sional honor is very high at the English 
bar, perhaps higher than at the Ameri- 
can. But — this is to be said that 
the standard of honor among the best 
American practitioners is as high us 
among the best of their English 
brethren. That American courts 
have not always énforced discip- 
line upon the unworthy practi 
tioners who present themselves before 
them is an evil to be deplored, and it is 
an evil in process of extinction. And 
it is to be said that there is at 
least as much complaint of dishonesty 
among English solicitors, who perform 
the drudgery of the profession, as 
among those American attorneys who, 


of the English solicitor and barrister, 
seldom or never appear in cases of 
note. The ‘‘shyster’’ can be found in 
the police or county courts of England 
as pientifully as in those of the United 
States. And while the general scholar- 
ship of the English barrister is in 
most cases superior to that of the 
American attorney, the legal scholar- 
ship of the ordinary American practi- 
tioner is superior tothat of the or- 
dinary English barrister. The slovenly 
ractice of admitting "nen to the Eng- 
ish bar after “‘eating terms”’ in some 
“inn of court’”—has filled the pro- 
fession with slouchy lawyers.

THY TERRITORIAL QUESTION. 


The Problem of Admitting the Ter- 
ritories Not so Simple. 
{| Washington Star.| 

One of the most interesling features 
of this session of Congress is the politi- 
cal maneuvering in relation to the ‘Ter- 
| ritories seeking admission to the Union. 
The Senate is now consideripg the Re- 
publican proposal for the admission of 
the southern half of Dakota, which is 
supported by a strong array of facts 
aud arguments. The Democrats, who 
have made their a a subject of 
caucus-rule, meet this with the demand 
for the admission ‘of Da- 
kota as .& whole, in connection 
with Montana, Washington and New 
Mexico. The partisan character which 
has been given to the controversy 
threatens to leave it as far from settle- 
rent at the end of the session as it was 
wt the beginning. Itis certain, at any 
rate, that no new States will be voted 
into being before the Presidential elec- 
tion. Besides this political maneuver- 
ing, other imteresting discussions are 
going on. The complaint is made in

Description of William,the Future 
Kmperor—He Is Thoroughly Prus- 
sian, a Living Kmbodiment of 

: Sullen Determination.

BERN. March 20.—Dicture to your- 
self a young man in his 30th year, six 
feet iv height, straight as an ash sap- 
ling, with finely tormed, slender 
limbs, narrow hips, swelling chest, and 
square, broad shoulders, with a small- 
ish head ona long, full-throated neck, 
held preudly upright, and an oval face, 
with an aquiline effected profile, clear- 
cut, strong chin, bended nose, promi- 
nent though not high cheek bones and 
good open forebead—all as regular in 
ensembie as a Greek triumphal arch, 
with clear, sharp, cold gray-blue eyes, 
light brown hair, ciose cut behind, but 
longer on thé erown, and rising from 
the temples to form a sort of ridge 
from the parting across the brow, and 
yellowish moustache loosely curled up 
at the ends—and you have such a por- 
trait as words can paint of William. 

Crown Prince of Prussia and coming 
German Emperor. 

All Europe, with its thousand sons 
of royal houses, does not present an- 
other such regal figure. The Kaiser 
who is dead and the Kaiser whois 
dying, have, by their photographs, fa- 
miliarized ali the civilized world with 
two striking and splendid physical 
ideas of a soldier who looked every 
inch a King. But each gained much 
by the effects of beard, of lines of the 
face and of imposing corporeal bulk. 
They were impressive in the sense of a 
nobie old mastiff, or of a huge, honest, 
sLaggy, deep-chested boar hound. This 
young man suggests, instead, the no- 

on of a perfectiy bred sleuth hound, 
under whose smooth, delicately soft 
coat lie muscles of steel, and in whose 
mouth—sinister legacy of nature—is 
the inherent taste of human blood. 
Not that bis face is sullen or savage in 
its expression. Its habitual cast in re- 
pose is calm, seli-possessed, somewhat 
meditative, without wrinkles either on 
the brow or at the ends of the mouth. 
The eyes, too, are grave, intent, witb- 
out being severe. And I saw this face 
light up the other night when William, 
after bidding the English I’rincess 
good-bye at the station, turned and 
walked down the space through the 
cheering crowds to his carriage, with a 
very sweet and winning smile. Noth- 
ing could have been more gracious or 
more kindly than his bionde counte- 
nance as William glanced ~p the 
rows of faces as he walked and lifted 
his finger to his cap in easy, pleased 
recognition of the cheers. 

I think I have related before in these 
columns a remark which [ heard made 
during the Congo conference here in 
Berlin two years ago. It was atastate 
function, and I stood beside an elderty 
lady who had been in Berlin for many 
years, and who had been in a position 
to know the younger members of the 
imperial family as well and closely as 
she could have known her own neph- 
ews and nieces.

William is very deeply and thoroughly 
Prussian. He is a living, breathing, 
embodiment of all the qualities and 
lack of qualities which, through pre- 
cisely two centuries, have brought the 
little mark of BGrandenburg.up from a 

uny fief, with a poor, scattered popu- 
ation of a million and a half, to the 
state of a great kingdom, ruling nearly 
50,000,000 of people and giving the law 
to all Europe. He is saturated with 
all the instincts and ideas which have 
raised this parvenu Prussia to her pres- 
ent eminence, and his character is the 
crown and flower of these twocenturies 
of might and ruthlessness and spolia- 
tion exalted into a creed. On the other 
hand, his mother is the best royal 
—— of a totally and fundamentally 

ifferent civilization. Victoria Adelaide 
is unquestionably the broadest, most 
liberal and most lovable of all the 
Guelpbs who have been born since 
Elector George first landed in England. 
When I say that sbe is the only one of 
ber family who at present sympathizes 
wholly with Mr. Giadstone, I have 
most simply and fully indicated her dis- 
position and bentof mind.

MANAGERS OF LITTLE CHILDREN 
HAVE A LOVE FEAST. 


The Third Day of the Teachers’ In- 
stitute—A Few Mighty Good 
Points Scored Yesterday — Today 
They Will Close Their Labors. 


The fourth day’s session of the Teachers’ 
Institute was devoted entirely to work in 
the separate sections, at Armory Hall and 
the Normai School. 

The morning exercises were opened with 
the song, ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner,” by 
the section, led by James A. Foshay. Then 
followed the topic of “United States His- 
tory from the Civil War to the Present,” by 
E. P. Rowell of Santa Monica. The gen- 
tleman advised having many books for 
reference, to be disiributed among the 
pupils for the study of topics. As im- 

portant topics were mentioned, “inventions 
and iaventors,” “authors,” “progress in 
modes of travel and communication,” 
“growth of the printing press and its re- 
sults,” “growth of the country,” etc. These 
topics are recited upon once a week by way 
of review. 

E. T. Pierce advised the beginning of 
history in the primary grade through the 
medium of interesting books prepared for 
young readers. Other recommendation 8 
were offered regarding valuable books. 

Miss Emily A. Kice followed with the 
subjectof “Grammar and Composition.” 
Note-books for important points are very 
beneficial. These note-books may serve to 
coliect useful knowledge about cooking, 
care of the sick, as weil as exercises in 
composition. Grammar comes in eg 
when once children have had practice in 
making sentences. Word games —_ the 
study of grammar. Early practice in letter- 
writing and business writing is necessary. 

After recess, Miss Sarah P’. Monks of the 
Normal School entertained the section 


with a talk on “Entomology.” The subject 


may be studied under three topics, viz., 
“Parts of an Insect,” “Orders,” and “In- 
jurious and Beneficial Insects.” To begin 
with, a fiy may be studied, one being given 
to each pupil. Minute study and technical 
names are pot desirable tor beginners. The 
Fuperficial characters are enough for 
children. Parts may be called head, chest 
and hind body. The head may be studied 
with. respect to feelers, mouth and 
eyes; the chest with respect to wings 
and breathing boles, and the hind body with 
respect to its ae. The orders of insects 
may be distinguished by common _ and 
common names, as flies for two-winged in- 
sects, on-fiies for lace-winged, grass- 
ho or straight-winged, beetles for 
sheath-winged, squash-bugs and scale-bugs 
nged, wasps for membrane- 
winged, and butterfiles for scale-winged. 
The transformation of insects is easily 
shown, the common names of larva, p—_ 
and caterpillar Being employed. The dis- 
tinction between injurious and beneficial 
insects should be carefully noted. Fves 
ought to be exterminated and friends pre- 
served. Miss Monks has been experiment- 
ing with the cuottony-cushion scale as dye 
materia). The animal belongs to the same 
order as the cochineal, and Miss Monks has 
been testing the use of the scale-bug with 
the same processes as cochineal, with re- 
markab! encouraging success. Some 
dezen different colurs made from. scale- 
were exhibited side by side 
with similar colors made from cocbi- 
The  scale-bug~ colors were 
equally clear and pieasing. Miss Monks is 
the first woman in the country to weara 
ribbon dyed with scale-bugs. Her discovery 
ome ] to new industries for California, 
leading to the destructiup of the scale or to 
—— tiem a profitable object of culture 
themselves, since the price of cochineal is 
60 cents per pound. The orders of insects 
were taken upin turn, and the injurious 
and beneficial menbers pointed out, together 
with the means of applying a knowledge of 
insects to the practical affairs of every-day 
life. Our natural instinct to kill bugs 
should be continued to the injurious ones, 
Others should receive our protection. 

The afternoon session being opened with 
asong by the section, Mr. G. W. Weeks of 
Orange presented a paper ou ‘Physical 
Geography.”’ The speaker claimed a high 
importance for lis subject, considering 


physical geography tobe ascience of the 


earth aS an organism. Its study sbould in- 


_-Clude the laws governing the position and 


distribution of land masses, the influence of 
relief, the distribution of rivers aud lakes, 
oceanic currents, raintall and the distribu- 
tion of om and animal! life. 

Questions being raised astothe effect of 

Guif stream in causing different tem- 
rature in Europe and America, Prof. 
elville Dozier ot the Normal School was 

called upon and gave explanations from the 
blackboard. The gentieman then intro- 
duced the matter of rainfall in California 
which is seldom spoken of in the books and 
not generaliy understood. ‘The explana- 
tion of the facts that rain came in the 
winter season, are generally ees by 
southeast winds and travel southward 
age oe the State, was given as follows: 

@ have no rain during the summer 
months, although the tropical rain belt is 
then nearest tw us, for the reasun that the 
temperature of the coast is too high for 
condensation. Later in the season, how- 
ever, trade winds striking the mountains of 
Mexico and Lower California, pass up the 
coast from the southeast, but without pre- 
cipitation until the region of Mt. Shasta 
is reached. Then the latent heat set free so 
warms the air of that region that the regions 
southward are comparatively colder, and 
causes a change of wind and the passage of 
the rainfall southward. 

A. L. Hamilton then presented some most 
excellent ideas upon “Aigebra, and its True 
Place in the Schoo! Work.” He thought that 
algebra is a most excellent study in its 
place, but its place is not in the grammar 


grade. 

At the close of Mr. Hamilton’s very pleas- 
ing remarks, a resoijution that algebra 
should not be required in the grammar 
grade was offered by Mr. F. H. Clark and 
adopted by the section. rs

Voita found that 
friction is not the only source of electrical 
manifestation, but that certain chemical 


‘reactions are accompanied by similar de- 


velopments. Still later heat and light had 
been found transferable into electrity. It 
is no longer atwy to be played with, but an 
agent for accomplishing work for the 
benefit of man. The application of ele:- 
tricity to mechanical work depends very 
largely upon the relation of electricty to 
magnetism. Magnets were spoken of, their 
properties pointed out, and the re- 
semblances and differences between elec- 
tricity and magnetism shown. Electric- 
ities, positive aud wbegative, may be 
separated and afterwards have a tendency 
to mingle. Moist air isa better conductor 
thandry. Thisexplains our unmunity from 
lightning, since the moisture of our air en- 
les etectricity to mingie between earth 
and clouds. ‘The practical application of 
electricity depending upon electro-magnets 
was thoroughly explained and illustrated, 
both by drawings and by apparatus.

A DETEOCTIVE’S TROUBLES. 


The Manager of the Pacific Coast 
Agency Arrested, 

About a week ago, Police Detective Marsh 
arrested a burglar by the name of William 
Elton for burglarizing aresidence on Fort 
street. Elton was sent to the County Jail, 
and ‘Tuesday last he called Jailer Russell to 
hiscelland made to himacomplete con- 
fession, which has resulted in the arrest 
yesterday of A. J. Lucas, the manager 
of the Pacific Coast Detective Agency, on 
the charge of receiving stolen property. A 
TimEs reporter saw Elton at the jail yester- 
day, and he told him this singular story: 

“I came from London, England. to San 
Francisco about twoanda half years ago. 
This report about my being an old London 
crook 18 all bosh. I never did crovked 
work until I met Lucas. [ did not get away 
with a few pounds in London belonging to 
my brother, and left England on that ac- 
count. 

“I met Lucas in San Francisco and went 
to work for him. I wrote home to my 
mother about what a nice man 1 was en- 

aged with, andshe wrote Lucas a long 
etter, telling him what I had done in Eng- 
land, and asking him to try and makea 
man of me. Upon that letter he has held a 
dead cinch on me ever since and worked me 
with it. 

“He paid me all right for the first few 
months we were together, and then we had 
trouble about the pays.. I had him arrested 
once for robbery, and he convicted me of 
petit larceny at San Rafaeli, where he had 
sent me to work up a case. 

“I worked for him about a yearanda 
half in Sar Francisco before be came to Los 
Angeles. When I came here, about three 
weeks ago, he told me where to go and get 
one of his badges, and to get out and rustle 
around. I got the badge and began steal- 
ing. My blan was to zg» into lodging-houses 
aud go quietiy through the rooms, and if 
any one caught me 1 would show them my 
badge and tell them that I was a detective 
and hunting aman. That would always 
get me off. Every time I madea steal I 
would divide with Lucas, and he would go 
and get money from people to recover the 
property.” | 

This was about the same story he told the 
jailer, except that he said if Lucas’s oftice 
was searched, certain articles which he had 
Stolen and given him wouid be found there. 

Immediately upon getting the contession, 
Jailer Russell informed Sheriff Kays. 
That gentiemam employed Detectives 
Harris and Metzler to work up 
the case. Wednesday night the detectives 
and Jailer Russeil took Elton out of jail 
and went over town with hini and he 
pointed out the different houses he had 
robbed. At a lagying-house on Tempie 
street he said he had stolen a beaded purse 
containing #25 aud that Lucas had the 

urse and half the money. ‘The lady of the 
ouse said she had lost such a purse, 

Yesterday morning, armed with a search 
warrant, the detectives went to [Lucas’s 
office. He opened the safe and in it were 
tound a number of small articl:s which Ei- 
ton had described. Three watches which 
he said Lucas had were not found. They 
then went to Lucas’s house and found the 
beaded purse spoken of in his wife’s posses- 
sion. Lucas was then arrested. 

A TIMES reporter saw him last night, and 
he denied ail of Elton’s accusations and 
Says that itis a put-up job, as Elton had it 
in for bim because he had convicted him 
twice, for the articles 
found he gays 
Elton gave him 
but didn’t know 


He denies that Elton was —. for him 
here, and says that Elton had the badge 
made without his knowledge or consent. 
As to Elton’s working for him in San Fran- 
cisco, he says that the fellow was employed 
a very short time, simply as an oftice-boy, 
and not as a detective. He stamps tue 
whole story as an infernal lie. 

Among the other accusations made by 
Elton, he says that Lucas sent him up to 
the Somerset House on Fifth street, to steal 
some letters from the ljandlady bearing 
upon a case now in.court, which letters 
Lucas wanted touse. Lle succeeded in get- 
ting about 5v letters, but not the right ones. 
Lucas denies this also, and no such letters 
were found. 

When the safe was searched the de 
tetives found a bunch of letters which had 
belonged to Anachiag, the murderer, and 
which Lucas got when he was at work on 
the case for the relatives of Mr. and Mrs, 
Hiteheock. 

In regard to the articles which Lucas says 
he showed Chief Cuddy, the latter says 
that he showed bim a pistol and a gold pen. 
Lucas has done a big business since he 
caine here, getting a fee of $5000 in the Per- 
kins-Baldwin case alone, and his friends do 
not believe that he would be implicated iu 
petit larceny work with such a man as E!- 
tou. The charges made by Elton against 
Lueas are natural, as he knew that Lucas 
pointed him out to the police detectives, 
and told them that he was a San Francisco 
crook. G. Wiley Wells has charge of 
Lucas’s case, and is positive that he will 
clear his client. Lucas, when questioned as 
to. why he believed it wasa put-up job. said: 
“I shall be able to prove that Elton put it 
up on me alone. ‘The officers are acting in 
good faith, and I do not biame them,”
